ter. The sale includes the cir¬ 
culation, name and goodwill. 

It is the normal experience 
of newly founded newspapers 
to sustain substantial monthly 
losses. We have been willing 
at all times to sustain such 
losses and make further invest¬ 
ments, so long as there was a 
reasonable likelihood that the 
paper would, in time, become a 
reasonably profitable institu¬ 
tion.

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SAN QUENTIN. (.*>)—Califor¬ 
nia used the lethal gas chamber 
for the first time today when Al¬ 
bert Kessell, 29, and Robert L. 
Cannon, 30, died together for 
slaying Warden Clarence Larkin 
in a futile attempt to escape 
from Folsom prison Sept. 19, 
1937. 

Cannon was the first to be led 
into the little exec:ution chamber 
and Kessell was supported by 
guards. 

CANNON SMILES 

Cannon smiled and appeared in¬ 
terested in his surroundings as he 
watched the guards make the 
Jeath preparations. 

^ Kessell nodded grimly when 
Cannon smiled at his partner in 
death and said a few words. 

It required about a minute and 
a half for guards to strap the 
two convicts into the chairs. 

Little white sacks of cyanide, 
beneath the chairs, dropped into 
sulphuric acid when levers out¬ 
side the chamber were pulled, and 
white vapor started to rise. 

NO SOUND 

Cannon shook his head and 
gasped for breath, while Kessell’s 
head dropped down as If he were 
about to sneeze. 

Then Cannon threw back his 
head and looked straight at the 
ceiling. 

Within a minute, Kissell’s head 
fell forward and his whole body 
quivered. Neither man uttered a 
sound. Their faces became pasty. 

Windows of the green, octago¬ 
nal cage became obscured with 
white vapor. 

Dr. Leo L. Stanley, prison phys¬ 
ician, pronounced them dead 16 
minutes after they entered the 
cell. 

50 SPECTATORS 

About fifty spectators and a 
dozen guards in the Orange and 
White room, in which the gas 
chamber is located, were asked to 
remove their hats. There was no 
disturbance among the spectators.

OXON HILL, Md. (A>)—William 
B. Brown, father of 18-year-old 
Mary Brown who reappeared at 
her home last night after a .30- 
hour absence, said today she was 
abducted by men who mistakenly 
thought he could pay a ransom. 

When his daughter, a business 
school student, convinced the men 
he was unable to pay any ransom, 
he said, they released her. 

She arrived haggard and in tat¬ 
tered clothes at the Brown home 
last night, saying the men nad 
freed her from an automobile a 
short distance from the farm ; 
house where she lives. 

NOT HARMED 

The girl was in fairly good con¬ 
dition, her father said. A doctor 
examined her and declared she 
had not been harmed. The girl 
said she had twice become uncon¬ 
scious and thought she had been 
struck in tbe stomach. 

Mary had been kept in a hut 
ever since she was abducted, she 
told the family. 

Brown gave this statement to 
the press this morning: 

“My daughter came home last 
night about 10 o'clock. 

CLAD IN SLIP 

“The kidnapers let her out 
about one-half mile down the road 
from the entrance to our farm. 
She came home wearing only a 
slip. She said the men burned 
all her clothes. 

“She spent a restful night. The 
doctor examined her and found 
she had not been harmed in any 
way by her experience. 

“Mary said after she was 
shoved in the truck (described as 
the abductors’ vehicle) she was 
driven at fast .speed to a hut 
where she was kept on a mat¬ 
tress, A blindfold was put over 
her eyes after she was put in the 
truck but .she was not gagged. 
LEIT ON ROAD 

“There were three men in the 
truck when she was kidnaped. 
.She said the men talked in whis¬ 
pers while .she was kept in the 
hut. 

“TTie motive for the kidnaping 
was ransom. When .she convinced 
them that I was not in a position 
to pay, any ran.som they said they 
didn’t want to have any more to 
do with her, and they brought her 
back in an automobile. They put

A tab showing Buckner had paid 
the U. S. government $7.50 for a 
reversed telephone call from Miss 
Young in Holljrwood, late last 
night, lay on the desk of Assistant 
U. S. Attorney William P. Ma¬ 
loney as federal agents questioned 
the youthful promoter. 

$5000 HOTEL BILL 

Styling himself Miss Young’s 
“very good friend” Buckner was 
reported to have talked in sub¬ 
dued tones to the west coast 
screen star. 

Charles T. Murphy, chief attor¬ 
ney of the Securities and Ex¬ 
change commission in New York, 
said Buckner was questioned 
about a “beauty lobby” in Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., an enterprise which 
ran up a $5000 bill at the Hotel 
Carlton there while certain mem¬ 
bers of congress and others were 
entertained with the aid of five 
chorus girls from a New York 
night club. 

HE’S A5IAZED 

“I’m amazed at these charges,” 
Buckner told reporters after his 
arraignment before a United 
States commissioner. “And that 
part about girls being employed 
by me and my associates in order 
to Influence legislation in Wash¬ 
ington—ridiculous! It would be 
a terrible thing, wouldn’t it. If our 
statesmen in Washington could be 
influenced in such a manner.” 

Murphy said that after Buck¬ 
ner and his associates began to 
employ “high pres.sure” methods 
to boom Philippine railway bonds, 
the securities became “the most 
active issue trading on the New 
York stock exchange.” 

SALES .IIIMP 

He said sales jumped from 
$6000 to $80,000 a day in value, 
and once daily sales amounted to 
$312,000. 

Murptiy said the prosecution 
^would be the flr.st brought against 
any members of a bondholders 
protective committee for alleged 
manipulation of “their internal 
affairs.” 

Buyers throughout the country, 
he said, were duped by the spread¬ 
ing of assertedly false reports con¬ 
cerning the Philippine bonds, with 
exceptionally heavy trading in 
Chicago, Cleveland, Des Moines, 
New York and Hartford, Conn. 
FLIOHT HALTED 

Buckner told his questioners he 
had intended to go to Chicago, 
thence to Ixis Angeles and later 
appear in Washington before the 
joint preparatory committee on 
Philippine independence. 

Airplane line employes were 
just picking up Buckner’s luggage 
from the Queen Mary’s pier- 
ready for the romantic flight to 
Hollywood and Miss Young - when 
Maloney and other federal officers 
closed in on him.

LOS ANGELES. (JP) — Testi¬ 
mony closed today and arguments 
were to start this afternoon in the 
federal court trial of Police Chief 
Floyd Howard of Santa Ana and 
seven business men accused of 
conspiring to violate anti-lottery 
laws in a $3,000,000 racing sweep- 
stakes venture handled from Mex¬ 
ico. 

The final defense witness, John 
Martel, Santa Ana lawyer, testi¬ 
fied Chief Howard and Eme.st 
Winbigler, Santa Ana mortician, 
another defendant, called on him 
for advice after the sweepstakes 
venture was under way. 

Martel said he advised them in 
the presence of Frank Thayer, In¬ 
dicated promoter of the enter- 
pri.se, now a fugitive, that posses¬ 
sion of lottery tickets in this 
country was illegal. Thayer vio¬ 
lently opposed this view and was 
“loud, argumentative and sjiowed 
evidence of intoxicatipn,7 Ilartu! 
testified. 

Both Howard and Winbigler 
testified yc.sterday that after 
they learned Thayer planned to 
send tickets into the United States 
they withdrew from all participa¬ 
tion in the venture. 

Chief Howard said Thayer had 
given him to understand in the be¬ 
ginning that the lottery was to be 
conducted entirely in Mexico and 
that the tickets were to be sold 
by Mexican postmasters.

Somebody 
pushed a button marked "start.” 
The thing gulped, roared, and 
volume one, number one of The 
Santa Ana Journal started pour¬ 
ing out of somewhere Inside the 
machinery. 

This afternoon somebody’s go-

door opened. ’ 

I Stethescopes attached over the 
men’s hearts led outside the death 
chamber. 

Ammonia fumes were pumped 
into the death chamber and the 
ventilating system was started to 
free it from the deadly fumes. 
TALK AND LAUGH 

The men had talked and laughed 
shortly before their hour of death. 

They played the prison’s old 
phonograph, a privilege granted 
condemned men, and showed a de¬ 
cided preference for jazz and cow¬ 
boy music. 

They made no specific last re¬ 
quests, but ate good breakfasts. 
Cannon had bacon, eggs, toast and 
coffee. Kessell ate a last meal of 
pears, cereal, and waffles. 

Kessell’s body was claimed by 
an undertaker for an unidentified 
reiative. That of Cannon wiil be 
kept in the prison’s ice box for 
a week and, if unclaimed by rela¬ 
tives, will be buried in J.he San 
Quentin graveyard. 

TWO MORE TO DIE 

Kessell and Carmon were the 
first of five convicts who will be 
executed for the Folsom break. 
A week from today Fred Barnes 
and Wesley Eudy will enter the 
gas chamber. 

The following week Ed Davis, 
convicted of the same murder, will 
go to his death. Allan Boggs, wife 
slayer of Santa Cruz, Calif., was 
to be hanged on the same date, 
having been sentenced before the 
gas execution law became effective.

Red-haired Johanna Hofmann, 
26, former hairdresser on the 
North German Lloyd liner Euro- 
pa, was sentenced to four years 
for her part in the so-called Nazi 
German spy plot. 

Otto Herman Voss, 38, airplane 
mechanic accused of turning over 
aircraft secrets to German agents, 
was sentenced to six years. 

Erich Glaser, 28, United States 
army private who was stationed 
at Mitchel Field, Long Island, and 
was accused specifically of having 
turned over a code to Guenther 
Gustav Rumrich, 32, confessed 
spy, was sentenced to two years. 

Rumrich, Chlcago-bom son of 
Austrian parents who joined the 
United States army and deserted 
to become a spy, was sentenced 
to two years. He had pleaded 
guilty. 


PARIS. (JP >—Premier Daladier, 
with organized labor still smart¬ 
ing from its defeat by his strong- 
arm methods, today suddenly 
warned employers to handle their 
workers with care. 

His warning coincided with the 
outbreak of new strikes in pro¬ 
test against discharges. 

Hundreds of thousands of 
Frenchmen who were without Jobs 
because they heeded the call to 
Wednesday’s abortive general 
strike line up to be rehired. 

Through Labor Minister Charles 
Pomaret, Daladier advised em¬ 
ployers to rehire all men possible, 
rejecting only known agitators. 

The advice carried a veiled 
warning that refusal to take back 
most of the strikers would lead 
only to real trouble. 

The labor situation shared the 
government's anxious attention 
with Italian agitation concerning 
Tunisia, France’s north African 
protectorate.

LA TOUR DE CAROL France 
(at the Spanish Frontier). (A’l— 
The Spanish insurgent air force, 
by chance or design, today took a 
parting shot at the government’s 
Llncoln-Washington battalion by 
bombing a railway at the Franco- 
Spanish frontier as more than 300 
demobilized American volunteers 
left Spain. 

Five insurgent planes plunged 18 
bombs on the railway outside the 
Spanish border town of Alp, 
shortly after the Americans had 
crossed into France.

They were asked privately to list the chief merits or demerits regarding their boy 
friends. They talked frankly. I have compressed and summarized the most frequently mentioned flaws 
and virtues, weighting those items which were most common or most fundamental. 

In computing a man’s score, check the various items under DEMERITS which apply to him, and add 
the total. Each item counts as one point unless specifically weighted, as in the parentheses. Then check 
off the items under MERITS which apply to him. Now subtract the DEMERIT score from the MERIT 
score. The result is his raw score. Interpret it according to this table:

REPORT MADE 
AFTER STUDY 
SINCE AUGUST 

Agriculture can’t afford to buy 
Metropolitan Water district water 
under present terms. Later, may¬ 
be. 

That was the substance of a 
special report today of the Orange 
County Water district, which un¬ 
dertook a study of the possibility 
of using MWD water for agricul¬ 
ture three years ago. 

The propo.sed $15 per acre foot 
basic charge for water, when 
other costs are added in taxes, tile 
report held too high. 

“The foregoing conditions,” the 
report concluded, “convince the di¬ 
rectors of the Orange County 
Water district that agricultural 
lands, in joining the Metropolitan 
Water district under the terms 
now available, would risk a cost 
of water higher than they can af¬ 
ford to pay. 

“Until more favorable terms can 
be secured for agricultural serv¬ 
ice, they recommend the Metro¬ 
politan Water district for better 
terms for agriculture." 

Investigation of the MWD as a 
source of supplemental water sup¬ 
ply for Orange county was begun 
in August, 1935, by the local dis¬ 
trict. 

The first cooperative study was 
for Incorporation of agricultural 
areas in the MWD as member 
units. But before this study 'vas 
completed the district adopted a , 
policy that agricultural areas must , 
join on the same basis as member , 
cities—ending the investigation of , 
other bases for service to agricul¬ 
tural areas. 

Paul Bailey, consulting engineer, i 
then completed a study of the sit- | 
uation, pointing out that MWD 
is primarily a .source of "domes¬ 
tic and municipal" water and docs j 
not provide for water for agricul¬ 
ture except such water supply as 
may be a surplus. 

Agricultural areas, if forced to . 
loin on the same basis as cities, 
would be controlled by the city 
areas with their high as.sessed 1 
valuation and concentrated popu- ’ 
lation, it was pointed out. ' 

These areas would share equally 
with the cities in the burden of 
debt and taxation and pay the 
same price for a unit quantity of 
water, the report said. I 

Although terming the actual 
cost of aqueduct water to agricul¬ 
tural areas “problematical,” the 
report took the “base rate” set liy 
MWD directors at $15 per acre 
foot. 

“On the assumption that $15 
per acre foot will be such whole¬ 
sale charge for water and that 
the remainder of the total coat 
to the Metropolitan Water district 
will be collected in taxes,” the re¬ 
port said, “the district's engineers 
have estimated the cost ... to the 
Orange County Water district as 
a member area. 

"... If. in the first year of 
operation, the total demand Is 200 
second feet, such cost is estimated 
at $26 per acre foot, reducing to 
$19 per acre foot, if the demand 
is 400 second feet. 

“Twenty years later, with an¬ 
ticipated growth, such coat is es¬ 
timated at $23 to $19 per acre 
foot, respectively, and 40 years 
later, with the aqueduct operating 
at full capacity, at $18 per acre 
foot ...” _ _

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FORKASIING 
WEATHER PUT 
ON NEW BASIS 

PASADENA. im—L,ong range, 
scientific weather forecasting is 
here. 

Dr. Irving P. Krick, of the Cali¬ 
fornia Institute of Technology, 
who for some time has been tell¬ 
ing Hollywood film studios what 
weather to expect on location for 
a week or more in advanct, "put 
my neck out” by trying a fore¬ 
cast for November. 

So well did the chief proponent 
of the air-mass system of weather 
prediction come out that he is pub¬ 
lishing a December forecast in the 
forthcoming December number of 
the American Farm Digest. 

In it he predicts warmer than 
usual weather in the New England 
states, the Ohio valley and the 
southeastern sections of the Great 
Plains states. 

"The storms in the United 
States are the result of a continu¬ 
ous conflict between cold polar air 
and warm tropical currents along 
a boundary surface which separ¬ 
ates these two dissimilar air 
bodies,” said Dr. Krick. 

"This year the centers of action 
controlling the positions of these 
zones of interaction between the 
various air streams of the atmos¬ 
phere have shifted north several 
hundred miles and slightly west 
of the normal locations. 

“There also is a tendency for the 
cold bodies of air moving south¬ 
ward from Canada to follow a 
course of several hundred miles 
west of their usual path through 
the middle west. One or two 
riods of rather cold weather for 
this time of year will occur in the 
western part of the country be¬ 
tween storms.”

RENASCENCE 

A term commonly, and often 
loosely, applied to the contem¬ 
porary movements in painting 
has been “renascence.”

Eastern critics find it difficult, 
too, to say good for works from 
this coast. I, now become Cali¬ 
fornian by process of habitation, 
am almost as eager to deny 
praise for eastern work if it be 
compared with California paint¬ 
ing. 

We in California, I say, ire 
witnesses to a renascence! 

We are privileged to watch it, 
participate in it, first hand in 
music, dance, verse, prose and 
painting. We, whether we like it 
or not, are part and parcel of 
that renascence!

Gas-Men 


The gas station man, since the 
development of the automobile and 
big highway systems, has become 
the modem symbol of service. 

• • • 

Probably no other businessman 
gives so much extra service with¬ 
out compensation, puts in as long 
hours, and takes so much from 
their customers. . 

• * • 

Because they meet the public 
day-in and day-out, service sta¬ 
tion men are on the would-be 
sucker list of every small-time 
trickster, small-change artist, and 
crook in the country. That’s why 
they have to be on their toes ev¬ 
ery hour of the day. 

• • • 

Not only do out-and-out shys¬ 
ters attempt to put it over on 
the boys, but a good many respec¬ 
table citizens sometimes try to 
do a bit of chiseling by asking 
for a reduction in price if they 
trade at a station regularly. 

« « • 

They say you can’t crack a joke 
to Comedian Fred Allen because 
he's heard it before, knows its 
origin and history. By the same 
token, it’s hard to pull a fast one 
on a service station man because 
he, too, has had plenty of experi¬ 
ence. 

• « • 

Take, for example, the watch 
gag. It’s been worked all over 
the country. Henry Vaugh, who 
operates a station on Coast high¬ 
way near Newport, can vouch for 
this one: 

"Say, I’m in a hurry to get to 
San Diego and I just discovered 
I left my pocketbook at home. 
But if you give me five gallons of 
gas. I’ll leave my wrist watch as 
security.” 

• « • 

The tank was filled, the wrist 
watch deposited, and the motor¬ 
ist headed for San Diego with his 
gasoline. But the attendant no¬ 
ticed the watch hands hadn’t 
moved—and it was no wonder. 
The "watch" had no parts. 

* « « 

Here's another gag: Motorist 

drives up to station. Sees new 
attendant. Asks where is Joe. 

Well, Joe’s not here now. Motor¬ 
ist says, "Joe knows me, I have 
an account here,” gets gas, drives 
away. Joe comes back. Has 
never heard of his motorist friend, 
finds he’s been gyped. 

* * * 

This one has worked success¬ 
fully, too: Motorist gets his tank 
filled, stands and chats with at¬ 
tendant. They become engaged 
in earnest—very earnest—conver 
sation. Time passes. Pretty soon 
motorist finds he’s late, jumps in 
his car, hurries away to keep an 
appointment, and "forgets" to pay 
for the gas. That’s hard to work 
now, however, because service 
station men watch too closely. 

* * * 

A local independent station 
reports other Irksome experiences 
in dealing with John Q. Public 
Checks have to be watched care¬ 
fully, because they often bounce 
high in the sky. Good portion of 
bad checks, however, are written 
by reputable citizens who’ve mere 
ly overdrawn their account. 

• • « 

Some persons have purchawd 
gas, told the attendant they for¬ 
got their credit cards. In that 
case, the service man takes the 
license of the car so there’s no 
chance of a fast one. 

• • • 

Oas station men point out they 
give more service for money re¬ 
ceived than almost anyone else 
For a gallon of gas, a purchaser 
gets his car checked from radia¬ 
tor to tail-light. The windshield 
is cleaned, oil checked, floor dust¬ 
ed out, tires filled with air, seats 
dusted, headlights cleaned. 

* • • 

Don’t think that super-service 
Is just to keep the boys busy— 
about every other motorist de 
mands service, and more of it. 
Example: Many drive into a sta¬ 
tion, purchase a very small 
amount of gas or oil, and demand 
practically a complete remodeling 
job. 

* * A 

One customer drove into a lo¬ 
cal station every day to have his 
tires checked, never bought gas 
or oil. The attendant, tiring of 
this, one day put 60 pounds of 
air in each tire. Note: The "cus¬ 
tomer” never returned. 

• • * 

Here's a story related by an¬ 
other local service man: A regu¬ 
lar customer drives in regularly 
in an ancient Model T. He buys 
three gallons of gas, no more, no 
less. The attendant automatically 
cleans out all windows and head¬ 
lights. Up to this point not a 
word is spoken. Then the motor¬ 
ist hands the attendant a cloth: 
and, with not a word passing be¬ 
tween them, the gas man dusts 
out the car. The money is turned 
over for the three gallons of gas, 
and the man drives away. 

• • * 

And not a single word is spoken. 

• • • 

Then there are the customers 
who refuse to have their oil 
checked. They’re afraid they 
might have to fill up. 

• • • 

Whenever anybody runs out of 
gas near the station and has to 
buy a gallon, you can safely bet 
the container won’t be returned. 
It juet Isn’t done.

One afternoon in 1891 Charles 
Wells, a more or less unimportant 
En«:lish swindler, walked into the 
famous Casino of Monte Carlo with 
a £4000 stake. 

Before the afternoon was over, 
players and spectators stood 
aghast as Wells walked out with 
well over 1,000,000 francs in his 


pocket. He had "broken the bank” 
no less than 12 times! 

Netx afternoon Wells returned— 
and again broke the bank. 'The 
next playing season he reappeared 
and succeeded in breaking the 
bank six more times—a grand 
total of 19 times in two seasons. 
Wells’ luck then changed, and in¬ 
stead of continuing to break the 
bank he lost steadily. After spend¬ 


ing thousands of francs he real¬ 
ized he could not beat the game— 
and that he was broke. 

Wells returned to swindling, and 
after years of ignominious deal¬ 
ings, died in poverty in 1922. He 
was not destined to be completely 
forgotten, however, for Wells is 
remembered today as the hero of 
the song, “The Man Who Broke the 
Bank at Monte Carlo."

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10c Football Games 

A 10-cent admission charge for all football games is 
urged upon such leading universities as California, Stan¬ 
ford, Amherst, M'lliiams, Dartmouth, Harvard, Yale, 
Chicago and Michigan. Robert M. Hutchins, University 
of Chicago’s president, makes the suggestion: 

“Since money is the cause of athleticism,’’ he writes 
in The Saturday Evening Post, “the cure is to take the 
money out of athletics. This can be done only in defiance 
of the students, the alumni, the public, and, in many cases, 
the colleges themselves.” 

« * * 

Dime admission not only would take the present com¬ 
mercialism out of the gridiron, but would revolutionize 
university athletics. Football is big business. It is a 
gp'and show for the public, a big money and publicity 
maker for winning schools. It is overstressed, and it is 
bad from a true educational standpoint.' But try to take 
it away! It would be like trying to make a speech above 
the roar at Stanford Stadium when a touchdown is made. 

Dr. Hutchins is wrong in saying that football, like 
crime, doesn’t pay, when he speaks in dollars and cents. 
“Last summer St. Mary’s College, home of the Galloping 
Gaels, was sold at auction and bought in by a bondholders’ 
committee,” he writes. “This was the country’s most 
sensational football college.” But he overlooks the fact 
that winning teams bolstered the school financially for a 
long time. Many universities have buildings built by 
football. 

A championship California team may roll in about a 
quarter of a million dollars for its university, and one 
Eastern team is supposed to net about a half million. 
Apologists for the high admission charges and ballyhoo 
say that football supports a school’s entire athletic pro¬ 
gram, including many unprofitable sports. Ten-cent 
admissions would make necessary the financing of ath¬ 
letics on the same basis as other college courses. 

A serious aspect is the fact that American athletic 
departments lavish their attention on turning out winning 
teams and neglect the average run of students who need 
to have their bodies built up and their tastes whetted 
for play. Every student ought to come out of college 
able to play at least one game well enough that he will 
get fun out of it in future years. 

Students themselves are probably the ones who will 
force reforms in college athletics. 

No More Boot Hill 

There are some who think Dr. Kent Berry and his 
aides got their just deserts when an Olympia, Wash., jury 
gave them life in prison for kidnaping and torturing 
Irving Baker, whom Dr. Berry believed had attacked Mrs. 
Berry. 

There are others who believe the sentence was unjust. 
The case will be hotly debated during the coming winter. 

But out of the conflicting mass of testimony, the 
jury’s verdict shows one significant fact: 

The day is past when a man may take the law into 
his own hands and act as both judge and jury in inflicting 
punishment on another. 

In the old Wild West, men settled even the most 
trivial difficulties with bloodshed. Victims of violence 
■ were buried in cemeteries called Boot Hills, because they 
died with their boots on. 

The Berry verdict shows that Americans now demand 
a more orderly and refined system of justice. Boot Hill 
is no more. 


One Fine, Fat Idea 


In Dayton, Ohio, the city board of education ran out 
of money and shut down the schools. 

Just like that. 

They are open again now for the duration of a cash 
windfall that came along. 

Later they may be closed again. 

Now the schools, in our judgment, are the 1 -st of the 
public services that should be shut down. 

But there’s surely an idea worth incubating in that 
Dayton situation. 

Some day some American city will write itself a 
charter that will start shutting off salaries—top city 
executives first—when funds run out due to overspending 
the budget or overbudgeting the city’s normdl receipts. 

The city will not only never have another deficit, but 
monuments to it and its charter-writers will be built all 
over the United States of America. 

It’s Happening In France 

We think every American should read about what is 
happening in France today. 

For there are some in this country, the unthinking 
few—extremists of capital and labor, the ultra-reaction¬ 
aries and the ne plus ultra radicals of government—^who 
at times have talked and acted as if they would like to 
abandon the American way of conducting private and pub¬ 
lic affairs. Who have at times seemed impatient of the 
slow processes of legislation and ballots in determining 
government policies and of conciliation and compromise 
in settling employer-employe disputes. Indeed, there are 
ywwa who have actively promoted class warfare as the 
swift road to a showdown.

WASHINGTON — (Special) — 

The American Medical association 
has not changed its policy on medi¬ 
cal care problems, as reflected in 
the actions of its house of delegates 
on Sept. 16-17. 

The impression current in some 
quarters that it has changed, even 
reversed its policy, may be due to 
a change of a subtler nature. In 
the wording of the resolutions and 
in most of the speeches made by 
officers of the association, there 
seems a change in feeling. It seems 
as it the association were speaking 
in a softer, friendlier tone of voice. 

The often-expressed desire to 
cooperate in solving the important 
problems of medical care distribu¬ 
tion sounds sincere and not iike a 
mere formal, routine expression. 

Oked Health Department 
The first of the five resolutions 
adopted by the association favors 
the establishment of a federal de¬ 
partment of health whose head 
shall be a doctor of medicine and 
a member of the president’s cab¬ 
inet. There is nothing new or 
changed in this. For many years 
the American Medical association 
has recommended this measure. 

The expansion of public health 
and maternal and child health 
services, reconunended by the 
technical committee at the national 
health conference last July, was 
also approved by the American 
Medical association, with the added 
provision that such expansion 
should not include treatment of 
disease except insofar as this can¬ 
not be successfully accomplished 
by tl.e private practitioner. 

Expansion of hospital facilities 
where needed, but with emphasis 
on the use of existing hospital fa¬ 
cilities, as recommended by the 
technical committee, was also ap¬ 
proved. 

Provision of medical care for the 
indigent, under local governmen¬ 
tal organization and supported by 
tax funds, was approved. Appro¬ 
val of these two parts of the na¬
